The rationale for LLNL psychologic assessme nt is in 
summary based on the inf ormation that all of l I threats have 

been implicit. I I threats are about what he could do in 

developing binary nerve gas, thermonuclear devices, or pandemic 
mosquito-borne AIDS. He presents the implicit threats as a 
demonstration of his superior knowledge and the potential danger 
he poses if he is not taken seriously. His threats are 
hypothetical, stated conditionally, in the subjunctive, and 
without the force of intent or tactical planning behind them".
